It was stated by some “ wet" lead­ 
er- today that the petition for an 
election would have been filed and 
the issues fought out even though 
the womans suffrage bill had become 
a law. 
After the sudden passage of 
the bill by the senate last Saturday, 
it was generally conceded that the 
“wets” would not even make an a t ­ 
tempt to get saloons hack in Rush­ 
ville. 


The “drys” are going ahead with 
the campaign regardless of tlie un­ 
expected trend of events in Indiana­ 
polis. 
They evidently did not have 
much faith in the Democratic legis­ 
lature doing anything that would he 
detrimental to the liquor i n te r e s ts of 
the state. 
Those “drvs” who were enthusi­ 
astic about the possibility of women

income tax "tatement, no 
matter, 
whether it has anv income or not. 
Every 
individual whose 
gross in- 
ootne 
is $3,000 or more must fib* a 
"tatement with tin* collector. 
Here­ 
tofore. the law has provided for cer­ 
tain exemptions, and it does 
vet, 
for that m atter, lmt it also 
holds 
that where the gross income i.- $.».- 
000 or more there must he a state- 
m< at filed 
showing 
what has be- 
cb'T..., of the money. 
Individuals whose incomes exceed 
three thousand dollars annually are 
also required to report to the inter­ 
nal 
revenue 
collect or.

new 
blanks state that 
persons 
whose 
gross incomes are more than that 
amount must file 
statements,

though it may be shown that the in­ 
come i" not taxable under the law. 
Ucrtain exceptions are specified in

Indianapolis, Feb. 24.— To 
give 
the people the initiative 
in 
state 
affairs is the purpose 
of Senator 
McUouaha— the lone Progressive in 
the senate— in introducing a bill that 
would allow the initiative without a 
constitutional amendment. "The bill 
provides th at 19 per cent of 
the 
voters may put any proposed law on 
the ballot by presenting the petition 
to the state election commissioners. 
The voters would vote separately for 
or against the measure. 
For the first time, 
the 
pledge 
system makes its appearance in this 
bill. 
Every candidate for the legis­ 
lature would be required to sign one 
of three pledges; 
1. That when any one of the laws 
thus initiated came up in the legis­ 
lature, he would vote on it as the 
majority of the voters of the state 
had voted. 
2. That lie would vote as the m aj­ 
ority of the voters of the district he 
represented had voted on the ques­ 
tion. 
3. That he would entirely disre­ 
gard the vote at the polls on any in­ 
itiated question. 


Although Senaotr Gelt- (Dem.) of 
Muneie followed the m andate of the

woman suffrage measure, he is open­ 
ly opposed to woman suffrage.

said when he came at the opening of 
the session he had no idea it would 
be even an issue.

And it w*ill continue to smolder until 
it breaks forth in the flame that will 
mean death to two members of the 
On Leongs.

Indianapolis. Feb. 24.—To 
give 


the people the initiative 
in 
state 


affairs is the purpose 
of Senator 


McConaha—the lone Progressive in 
the senate—in introducing a bill that 
would allow the initiative without a 
constitutional amendment. '-The bill 
provides that ID per cent of 
the 


voters may put any proposed law on 
the ballot by presenting the petitiou 
to the state election commissioners. 
The voters would vote separately for 
or against the measure. 


For the first tune, 
the 
pledge 


system makes its appearance in this 
bill. Every candidate for the legis- 
lature would be required, to sign one 
of three pledges: 


1. That when any one of the laws 


thus initiated came up in the legis- 
lature, he would vote on it as the 
majority of the voters of the state 
had voted. 


2. That he would vote as the maj- 


ority of the voters of the district he 
represented had voted .on the ques- 
tion. 


;!. That he would entirely disre- 


gard the vote at the polls on any in- 
itiated question. 


Although Senaotr Gells (Dem.) of 


Muncie followed the mandate of the 
caucus and voted for 
the 
limited 


woman suffrage measure, he is open- 
ly opposed to woman suffrage, 
lie 


said when he came at the opening of 
the session he had no idea it would 
be even an issue. 
His argument is 


that the women as a whole 
don't 


want it. 


Two important measures 
in the 


house, backed by powerful economic 
forces, seem destined to fail, ac- 
cording to a house leader in a posi- 
tion to know.

:i commission to study agricultural 
conditions in Europe the first man 
he picked was Representative Moss. 
Mr. Moss 
spent 
all the

degreu.-f in price. So universally has 
this been true, that strong societies 


avo been organized among farmers 


to limit their output in order to ad- 
vance the price. 


"Last July, the price of wheat fell 


to 70 cents in Indiana when it be- 
•anie known that our yield was to 
be the largest on record. 
On my 


farm, we fed wheat to the pigs he- 
aiise it was 
the 
cheapest 
feed 


available. It has been estimated by 
the Department of Agriculture that 
the farmers sold SO per cent, of the 
crop at an 
average price of 98 


•cuts per bushel. This sounds like 
romance now when we are threat- 
ened with a bread famine and it is 
reasonable to predict $2.00 wheat 
lief ore the new crop can be harvest- 
ed.

"At the outbreak of the war, we 


were in a splendid state of prepar- 
edness to meet an extra demand for 
agricultural products at

price.

been busy improving our roads and 
transportation 
facilities; 
we had 


likewise improved our livestock, seed 
grains and agricultural 
tools. We 


have steadily extended our

area by draining swamps, clearing 
forest areas and irrigating the de- 
sert.

since 1010. 
There were half a mil- 


lion more niilV-h cows on January 1 
than a year ago. 
Swine increased 


nearly (i.000.000, or more than nine 
per cent. In the face of the exporta- 
tion of horses to the Allies, 
these 


animals increased 2;):t.000 head, and 
there is no reason to fear a shortage 
of horses, says the department. The 
increasing use of antos 
took 
the 


average price of horses down to $(> 
and mules down $11.50 during the 
year. 


Importation of hides showed 
a 


falling off. "There is, 
however,' 


says the department, "little 
reason 


to suppose this decrease will be per- 
niamont or of sufficient importance 
to create any real scarify. 
Since 


the great hulk of the imported hides 
'•ome from countries now at war. 
shipments are not interfered with in 
any way, and the only new factor to 
be considered is Ihe possibility of an 
increasing demand by the warring 
countries." 


"It is believed.'' the department 


continues, "that the United States'i? 
in better condition to face such a 
situation than for years past. 
Th 


lido, it seems, has turned. 
Instead 


of live stock 
steadily 
decreasing 


year after year this year, for th 
first time, all classes show an ap- 
preciable increase, including horses 
mules, milch cows, beef cattle, sheep 
and swine, there were on January 1, 
11115, 7.712.000 'more farm animals 
in the United States than on Janu- 
ary 1. 3014. 
The increase in the 


total value was $78,024.000 or l.:i 
percent. 
It is quite true that tlm 


increase is not yet proportional to 
the increase in population, which is 
approximately 2 percent;
